the United ttlalci, which Cungrciui nuy 
exert by appropriate legislation, to pre- 
vent the denial or abridgement by a Hlale 
of the right of a citizen to vote when Midi 
denial or abridgement la on account ol 
the race, color or prevloui condition of 
wrvltade of the voter.

Kvtn the moit cainal reading of thcic 


icwlttUoni will reveal the fact that the; 
are bated upon too ultra State right* 
idea— the notion that the I foiled States 
government ha* no unpreme authority, 
but that it ii the creation of the never* 1 
Htatei, and exixti tolelv bj their con- 
Kent This idea, which ha* long been 
the sheet anchor of the Democratic faith, 
and which furnished the foundation for 
the late rebellion, a* well a* for the nul- 
lification trouble* of Jackson's time, 
was popularly »upposeJ to have dieil 
when the flag of treason went down at 
Appomattox Court House in 1MG5, but 
it teem* to have lunived even that 
great dinastcr, to again appear ax the 
guiding otar of the lli-mocratic party. 
That the idea will be curried out, ac- 
cording to the spirit ol the resolutions, 
if the Democratic party ever gains con- 
trol of the government, there can bo no 
doubt. The whole history of that party 
indicate! that these resolution* not forth 
its honcit sentiments. "The Slate ii 
supremo," *ays the Democratic party ; 
"the I'nitcd Stales government has no 
right to interfere, union* the Stale by 
statute nullifies the provision* of the 
amendment*." 
In other word*, the 


State may utterly ignore the right* of 
the colored oititen by neglecting to en- 
force the observance of those right*, 
and tbe central government is powerless 
to interfere. 
All that is necessary to 


the complete success of the purpose of 
tho Southern Democracy— the practical 
disfranchiscmcnt of the colored race — 
is to orglect to punish violation* of 
those Stale laws which nominally place 
the Stale in harmony with the Federal 
coMlitation. Till is the practical re- 
mit, however MMO it may be covered 
up by ipeoiow plea* in favor of State 
fight*.
